7,210 Guards Train Here 
On Simulated ‘Dirty Battlefield’ 


Annual Training ‘85 got underway June 
17, after 7,210 National Guard troops from 
Michigan and Indiana made the annual trek 
to Camp Grayling for two weeks of intense 
training. 

“The main thrust of this year’s training is 
to improve our combat readiness,’’ Brig. 
Gen. Stanley Wilk, Commander of Troops 
said. ‘‘We want to improve training over 
last year.” 

To achieve this, Wilk said, everyone will 
be expected to train harder and longer, 
using all available time, and to train with 
realism, 

The realism Wilk wants to achieve won't 
be hard to come by. ‘I'he simulated “dirty 


battlefield” the troops will train on will look 
much like one they could fight on in Europe. 
The terrain and weather of Grayling is very 
similar to that of Europe. 

On the “dirty battlefield” they will be con- 
ducting electronic warfare (jamming 
radios, etc.), simulated chemical warfare, 
operating at night, and in ali weather con- 
ditions. Also adding to the realism will be 
the use of smoke and pyrotechnics. 

“We will be performing combined arms 
training and conducting an assault river 
crossing,’ Wilk said. That means that the 
infantry, engineers, artillery, and armor 
will be involved in action together.

Dancing Renews Local Woman

Don’t try to tell Pat Schreiner she’s too old 
to tackle something new. At age 62, Pat will 
be performing in her first dance recital, 
when the Crawford County Arts Council pre- 
sents, ‘‘Cinderella and Other Fantasies,” on 
Friday and Saturday evenings, June 28-29, 
in the Joseph Stripe Auditorium of Grayling 
High School. 

Pat, a silver-haired grandmother and 
second year ballet student in the CCAC 
dance program, will appear in an ensemble 
number and will dance the role of the Queen 
Mother in ‘Cinderella,’ choreographed by 
her dance instructor, Louise Tournaud- 
Hayes. 

A former secretary and church organist, 
Pat has “loved ballet for a long time,” but 
only vicariously. Then, in the early 1980's, 
she began to be plagued by back problems to 
such a great extent that she couldn’t even 
stand up straight. 

When friend and now fellow dance student 
Lorna Morse suggested that adult ballet 
class might help her, Pat worried that she 


was too old to begin a new form of physical 
activity. CCAC jazz instructor Jini Hind- 
marsh told her, “I don’t want to hear how 
old you are. If you’re interested in dancing, 
gofor it.” 

Go for it is exactly what Pat did, and she’s 
been a die-hard dancer ever since. ‘“Dan- 
cing has been a tremendous thing for me,” 
asserts Pat with conviction. Instructor 
Tournaud-Hayes agrees. ‘‘When she star- 
started, she could barely get her leg up on 
the lower barre; now she regularly uses the 
higher one.” 

On this Thursday morning Pat is at the 
barre preparing for the upcoming recital in 
a private lesson with her instructor. Strains 
of classical music fill the arts center, pur- 
chased by the Council nearly two years ago 
to hold dance classes and other arts activi- 
ties.

He said the group had 39 interested 
persons already, and there were no elected 
officers for the committee yet.

Usually when Democratic spokespersons 
follow up on the President’s prime time 
freebie, they are supremely critical of any- 
thing the President said, no matter what the 
tenor of the import of the presidential com- 
mentary. 

‘Not so this time. Instead, Mr. Rostenkow- 
ski said, in effect, “Right on, Mr. President! 
We’re all for tax reform, too, and we’ll back 
you all the way — as long as we think you’re 
right,” 

- WHAT A SWITCH for the Democrats. In- 
stead of picking at all the Reagan words and 
programs, they chose the higher road. It 
also, in my ¢pinion, will be the more effec- 
tive way to operate, both for the public wel- 
fare, and for their own political profit. 

- Maybe finally the Democratic movers and 
shakers have got it through their political 
consciousness that a lot of people around the 
country think very kindly of Ronald 
Reagaf, and agree with what he is trying to 
do. Maybe they have figured out that attack- 
ing the President at every turn is bad poli- 
tics for them. 

‘In any event, the Democratic response by 
Rep. Rostenkowski was a welcome change 
from the usual automatic negativism and 
fault-finding. And Mr. Rostenkowski, as the 
chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee — which will handle all tax legis- 
lation — was the perfect person to respond. 

His manner and his message were both 
ingratiating. More power to him. It was a 
great performance.

THEN THERE WAS the Philadelphia 


US. District Court Judge Roger Hillman 
has refused to permit corporations to make 
independent expenditures on behalf of poli- 
tical candidates, but said the issue is a close 
one involving issues of free speech and 
equal protection. . 

The denial of a temporary injunction 
against provisions of state campaign finan- 
ce laws was the opening round in a lawsuit 
described by a State Chamber of Commerce 
official as ‘‘the next case that frames the 
issues of corporate speech in the political 
arena.” 

The Chamber brought the suit to enable 
political activity in the July 10 special House 
election, but Vice President for Political Af- 
fairs Robert LaBrant said he hopes now for 
definitive court action in time for the 1986 
elections. 

Assistant Attorney General Richard Gart- 
ner and Joel Boyden, attorney for the Cham- 
ber, both said the judge said it was a close 
question of whether the law is con- 
stitutional, but did have enough information 
at this time to take the drastic step of enjoin- 
ing its enforcement. 

A plaintiff must show a substantial like- 
lihood of winning the suit and of suffering 
irreparable harm in order to obtain a tem- 
porary injunction. 

The federal government and at least 2) 
other states limit in some way corporate 
political activity. But unlike the federal 
government, which bans direct expendi- 
tures on behalf of candidates by both cor- 
porations and unions, the Michigan law af- 
fects only corporations. 

According to Boyden, Hillman -said he 
would be “looking very closely”’ at the equal 
protection argument to see the distinction 
between corporations and labor organiza- 
tions. 

“We have somehow got to produce an 
evidentiary record to show that the purpose 
of the law is to prevent corruption and the 
appearance of corruption. The Supreme

tragedy involving the police bombing of a 
house that sheltered the entrenched MOVE 
membership, and the resuitant destruction 
of 60-some homes. 

That was a real tragedy, of course, and 
brings into question the judgment of the 
police and other public officials in Phila- 
delphia about their course of action, as well 
as their knowledge about the impact of the 
weapons at their disposal. 

Be that as it nay, it happened. The results 
are still to be figured in the long run, but 
they amount to a genuine American tragedy 
in the short run. 

The one bright light, in my opinion, was 
the course chosen by Philadelphia Mayor 
Wilson Goode. The mayor insisted it was his 
order which permitted the bombing, and 
which started the unfortunate chain of even- 
ts. Mr. Goode stood behind his police offi- 
cials and their actions all the way. 


IF ANYONE is to blame, Mr. Goode in ef- 
‘fect told his Philadelphia constituents and 
the world at large it would be the mayor 
himself. And he stayed with this position all 
the way through the crisis, when it must 
have been very inviting for someone in his 
position to have tried to pass the buck to a 
lesser official — the police chief, or the 
operations personnel, or anyone else. 

The action by Mr. Goode in holding tight 
his personal responsibility probably averted 
even greater sorrow and trouble. 

Mr. Goode is black. Most of the victims of 
the Philadelphia holocaust were black, too. 
The situation was ripe for rioting and looting 
and death and destruction. But there was 
none. Cities have been torn apart with much 
less provocation, but Philadelphia remained 
relatively calm under the most adverse of 
circumstances. 

That more riotious trouble failed to 
develop is a tribute to the people of Phila- 
delphia...to the people of the devastated 


- neighborhood more especially...and in par- 


ticular to Mayor Goode for his statesman- 
like posture in the wake of the trouble. That 
took guts.

So hats off to Rep. Dan Rostenkowski and 
to Mayor Wilson Goode. They both deserve 
praise, and our thanks.

BLANCHARD OBJECTS TO OIL & GAS 

TESTS UNDER LAKES 

Governor James Blanchard recently said 
he opposes a request by a Texas oil com- 
pany to test for oil and gas deposits beneath 
the three largest Great Lakes, saying he 
could not encourage a project that could 
lead to drilling for the energy supplies. 

“The risks of oil drilling and exploration 
within the Great Lakes are simply unac- 
ceptable,” Blanchard said in a letter to 
Grant-Norpac of Houston. 

The company has asked the Department 
of Natural Resources and similar agencies 
in Wisconsin and Minnesota for permission 
to use air guns to yield seismic information 
on types and quantities of oil and gas be- 
neath Superior, Michigan, and 
Huron. 

The technique is apparently not covered 
by a 1982 law banning oil and gas drilling in 
lakes bottomlands, but Blanchard said the 
law was aimed at both exploration and ac- 
tual taking of oil and gas. 

“It is my opinion that the Legislature ex- 
pressed the clear intent of the people of 
Michigan to prohibit all oi] and gas explora- 
tion or drilling in the Great Lakes. I share 
this sentiment,”’ he said. 

The company submitted a request to the 
and Resourees Division of the DNR two 
months ago. 

Morgan Nielsen, a division official in 
charge of Great Lakes submerged lands, 
said Michigan law does not cover surveying 
for oil and gas, and studies indicate the 
technique has no impact on fisheries. 

He said Wisconsin and Minnesota ap- 
proved the seismic technique, but with 
restrictions. -

Cardiac Rehabilitation

Cardiac rehabilitation pro- 


grams are increasing as hos- 
pitals look to provide more 
needed services. In the past, 
a few hospitals offered either 
an inpatient or an outpatient 
program and usually under 
the direction of the Physical 
Therapy Dept. With the ad- 
vent of new hospital reim- 
bursement, interest has in- 
creased in providing more 


cardiac programs. 
The heart muscle is some- 
what similar to other 


rnuscles in our body when 
damaged. Initially rest is 
needed and then gradual 
strengthening. Unlike other 
muscles that move our ex- 
tremeties, we cannot use a 
weight to strengthen the 
heart. However, one can 
strengthen it using heart 
rate and blood pressure to 
monitor progress. 

Every activity we do af- 
fects our heart and heart 
rate. As our heart works it 
helps to transport oxygen in 
our blood cells, muscles, 
brain, etc. Without oxygen 
we all know that we cannot 
exist long! Oxygen is the fuel 
and the heart is the pumping 
mechanism. Knowing that 
activity uses a certain 
amount of oxygen, physical 
therapists are able to in- 
struct a patient to do certain 
activities such as washing 
your face, eating, combing 
your hair, working, ete. As 
the amount of oxygen needed 
to perform a certain activity 
increases, the heart has to 
work harder to get the 
oxygen to the part of the 
body that needs it. Activity is 
measured in METS 
(Metabolic Equivalent 
Dnits). After a heart attack, 
activities such as sitting up 
in bed require 1.5 to 2.0 
METS. Our daily activities 
are generally below 8 METS. 

Cardiac rehabilitation pro- 
grams for inpatients 
generally use this type of 
program. If no abnormal 
changes occur with monitor- 
ing the heart, one goes on to 
the next level. This continues 
until one is able to perform 
daily activities without 
problems, they are then 
usually discharged. 

Outpatient cardiac  re- 
habilitation programs con- 
tinue at different times after 
you are discharged from the 
hospital depending on the 
physician’s past experience. 
An evaluation should be done 
prior to initiating an out- 
patient program. Usually a 
treadmill test is given. From 
this test, a maximal exercise 
heart rate is established, 
The physician usually pre- 
scribes a percentage (60 to 
70%) of the maximal heart 
rate (target heart rate). 
From this exercise, heart 
rate and percentage, a pro- 
gram of activity is initiated. 
A normal male walks at 3.2 
miles per hour, a female at 
3.0 miles per hour. Using the 
heart rate as the criteria, 
one can Start a rehabilitation 
program of walking 
gradually increasing the 
time and distance regulated 
by the heart rate. 

Resting heart rate taken 
before exercise is important 
also. If the heart rate is 
around 100 beats per minute, 
exercise should not be under- 


taken unless advised by the 
physician, A slower resting 
heart rate shows that the 
heart is not working hard. A 
normal resting rate is 65-70 
beats per minute. 

The time the heart takes to 
get back down to within 10% 
of the resting heart rate af- 
ter activity, is important as 
it indicates whether the ac- 
tivity was overly strenuous. 
Heart rate usually returns a 
10-20% of the resting heart 
rate within a few minutes. 

If a patient is taking medi- 
cation to slow the heart 
down, activity has to be 
monitored to make certain 


that the program is adjusted 
accordingly. 

Mercy Hospital in Gray- 
ling is investigating the poss- 
ibilities of instituting an in- 
patient program and later an 
outpatient cardiac program 
to be operated by the Occu- 
pational and Physical Ther- 
apists.

The following have been 
taken from ‘The Herbalist’. 

MACE: The outer covering 
of Nutmeg kernel has a very 
mild flavor. Used like Nut- 
meg. According to an Indian 
source Mace is a powerful 
metabolic stimulant. 

MARIGOLD: Fresh or dried 
flowers used in soups, 
broths, salads & yellow cake. 

NASTURIUM FLOWERS: 
Young foliage and flower 
petals add flavor and aroma 
to soups, salads, and 
canapes. Seeds are used to 
season mixed pickles. 

ROSE GERANIUM: One or 
two leaves in bottom of 
baking dish, freezing tray, 
fruit cup, fruit punch, jellies, 
ice cream, etc., adds a deli- 
cate suggestion of roses. 

ROSEMARY: Used to flavor 
hams, salt meats, roast beef, 
veal, lamb, gravies, sauces, 
poultry, and rice. When 
using dried herb, allow 
leaves to.steep severa) hours 
to soften before cooking. 
When using on meats that 
require long cooking, 
sprinkle the herb upon food 
about an hour before it is 
finished cooking, to capture 
full bouquet of this herb. 
Long cooking destroys the 
fine flavor of culinary herbs. 

Whenever you cook with 
herbs you should never put 
them in the pot until the last 
few minutes of cooking. The 
volatile oils will disipate wih 
with the steam. When cook- 
ing with herbs think of them 
as vou would a tea. A tea is 
steeped for 10 to 20 minutes 
in boiling water for a full 
strong-flavor — the same 
with cooking. Parsley, in 
particular, should never be 


added until the last 10 
minutes; and then, it is 
taken off the burner.

Open Seasons and Catch Limits on 
Pike, Walleye, Sauger 

and Muskellunge 


Under the authority of Section 4, Act 230, P.A. 1925, 
as amended, being 300.4 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its May 
17, 1985, meeting, amended its December 6, 1984, order, 
No. CFI-112.84, Open Seasons and Catch Limits on 
Pike, Walleye, Sauger and Muskellunge, and ordered 
that the following amended order become effective 
May 17, 1985, and remain valid for a period of five 
years until March 31, 1990. 

It shali be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless other- 
wise restricted): 

Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through 
February on walleye, sauger, northern pike, and 
muskellunge (including tiger muskellunge). The daily 
catch limit shail be five singly or in combination for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike; one for muskellunge (including 
tiger muskellunge). 

The above regulations apply statewide except that 
walleye and sauger may be taken at any time from the 
Detroit and St. Clair rivers, Lake St. Clair, and Lake 
Erie; and that muskellunge in Lake St. Clair, St. Clair 
and Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first 
Saturday in June through December 15 of each year. 
The daily catch on Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and 
St. Clair rivers shall be six singly or ia combination for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike when the catch includes at least one 
walleye or sauger. Also, the daily catch on Lake Erie 
shall bc 10 singly or in combination for largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, and northern pike 
when the catch includes at least five walleye or sauger. 
For the purposes of this order the boundary between 
the Detroit River and Lake Erie is defined as an east- 
west line touching the southern most tip of Celeron 
Island.

Most of the Red Squirrels we 
are seeing at the present 
time are from this springs 
litters. They are only a slight 
bit smaller than their 
parents, but it is still obvious 
which are which. One source 
I have indicates there are 
two color phases and over 
twenty sub-species. At this 
time of year their under 
parts are clear white, they 
are more reddish above and 
have a black stripe between 
their front and back legs. 

The Red Squirrel that 
came to the feeder and has 
been back several times 
may not have red eyes, but it 
has a white tail and is other- 
wise very light colored. its 
coloration shows very little 
of the normal Red Squirrel 
color, but it hasn’t lost much 
of the saucy behavior we 
associate with Red 
Squirrels. It was probably 
one member of a litter of six 
young and before the snow 
flies there will be another lit- 
ter. The life span maybe up 
to twelve years, but with the 
predators taking their toll 
when next snring rolls 
around there won’t be many 
left. 

The Red Squirrels eat a 
variety of plant and animal 
matter. They may not be 
important from an economic 
standpoint, but they hide a 
lot of seeds from which trees 
eventually grow.

Dear Editor, 

Several weeks ago in his 
Detroit Free Press outdoor 
sports column Tom Opre an- 
nounced that a petition drive 
had been initiated. ‘The peti- 
tion, demanded that the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources establish 
a no-kill regiiation on the 
quality fly fishing only water 
of the main stream of the 
AuSable River. In addition to 
the petition drive, Tom also 
asked that those favoring no- 
kill regulations to write the 
DNR Fisheries Division. To 
many of the fishermen who 
already return all of the fish 
they catch, on the surface 
this proposal sounds in- 
triguing. But of course there 
is another side to the no-kill 
controversy. 

Today trout fishing on the 
AuSable River is considered 
by nearly all its anglers as 
extremely good. Mr. Opre 
feels that catching fish can 
get even better if the DNR 
establishes no-kill. However, 
according to DNR Fisheries 
Biologists, Trout Unlimited 
scientific advisors, and even 
the trout researchers who 
put together the computer 


model which simulates trout 


populations, it is unlikely 
that the fishermen’s catch 
rate will improve much. 

Trout Unlimited scientific 
advisors and their profes- 
sional personnel have both 
repeatedly warned us not to 
ve oversold on no-kill. Before 
he left Michigan, Dr. Ray 
White, a national TU scien- 
tific advisor now from Mon- 
tana, told Michigan TU 
jeaders that he did not know 
of any rivers in our state that 
he would recommend for no- 
kill designation. Dr. Robert 
Behnke, another national TU 
scientific advisor and con- 
sidered by many as the lead- 
ing authority on trout 
research, has addressed the 
catch and release issue in 
the following manner: 

It should be emphasized 
that sincere and knowledge- 
able anglers can get “hung 


up’ on special regulations, 


viewing them as a panacea 
for reversing trends of 
declining trout populations. 
Special regulations, 
although of potential value 
and locally significant will 
play only a minor role in the 
overall future of trout fishing 
in America. Environmental 
quality is the key to flourish- 
ing trout populations and 
special regulations are 
meaningless without proper 
environment. 

Nearly all fishermen in the 
Grayling area agree with 
other trout fishermen in 
Michigan and resource 
managers that some special 
regulations are often 
necessary. Most of us 
believe that special regula- 
tions are appropriate and 
advisable under two condi- 
tions. First when the 
resource is threatened and 
secondly when there is over- 
whelming support for the 
regulation. AuSable River 
fish populations are thriving 
and the opposition here in 
Crawford County is nearly 
complete. 

Dr. Robert Behnke has 
developed a list of criteria 
that he considered crucial to 
the success of no-kill: 

(1). A relatively long life 
span (6-7 years) and low to 
moderate average annual 
mortality rates. (2). Good 
average growth rate (4” 
per year). (3). The bulk of 
the population consisting of 
six inch or larger trout. (4). 
Vulnerability to angler ex- 
ploitation to the extent that 
light to moderate fishing 
pressure can remove more 
than 50% of the catchable 
size fish. 

The Main Stream trout fail 
to fit this mold on all counts. 
They do not have a long life 
span. Growth rates are con- 
sidered poor. The bulk of the 
population is under six 
inches and the current fish- 
ing mortality rate is only 
30%. 

In 1980, Mr. Opre used Dr. 
Behnke’s criteria for no-kill 
as justification for catch and 
release for the South Branch 
of the AuSable. He felt then 
that the South Branch when 
compared to the Main 
Stream was the better 
choice. In his column on July 
6, 1980 Mr, Opre expounded: 
“The — stream’s (South 
Branch) limited recruitment 
{compared to, say, the 
AuSable Mainstream) 


seems ideally suited to build- 


ing up a stockpile of large 
trout on the upper end of the 
population curve.” In that 
same article Mr. Opre con- 
tinues, “Frankly, I’ve had it. 
Only one thing will prove 
whether or not advocates of 
no-kill are right or wrong. 
Create no-kill on the Mason 
Tract (South Branch). And if 
administrators in Lansing 
won't listen or respond, then 
take the case directly to the 
state Natural Resources 
Commission.” 

Many of us who were 
leaders in the Michigan 
Council in 1980 listened to the 
no-kill advocates. They con- 
vinced us that there was no 
way that no-kill could fail. 
The State Council of Trout 
Unlimited demanded no-kill 
and the DNR gave in to those 
demands. The no-kill experi- 
ment on the South Branch is 
now considered by almost 
everyone to be a failure. 
Fishing pressure has been 
reduced to only half of what 
it was under previous regu- 
lations. During the same 
period of time _ fishing 
pressure both above and 
below the no-kill area has in- 
creased. The stockpiles of 
large trout that Mr. Opre 
predicted have not built up. 
TU’s support for the no-kill 
experiment has been an em- 
barassment. I hope that we 
have learned not to dictate 
trout management decisions 
to professional fisheries 
managers. 

Recognizing that the South 
Branch experiment has ap- 
parently failed, Mr. Opre 
now is nominating the Main 
Stream. It is quite apparent 
that Mr. Opre hasn’t learned 
much except for how to kick 
up ant hills. All he really 
wants is fly fisnermen who 


. catch and kill fish to get off 


his river. Many of us who 
catch and release fish from 


-the Main Stream, but realize 


that other fly fishermen 
have other needs, find his 
self-centered philosophy 
repugnant. 

We fear that no-kill regu- 
lations on a'stream like the 
AuSable will serve no other 
purpose than alienating 


thousands of aspiring and — 


traditional anglers. Trout 
Unlimited needs the support 


of all trout fishermen if our. @ 


organization is to grow and 
continue to affect the mich 
needed stream restoration 
work in Michigan. Tom Opre 
should be focusing his media 
attention to the real reSource 
protection issues. 

The biggest problem on 
the AuSable, beside the 
canoe conflict, is the crowds 
of fishermen in the month of 
May. By improving Michi- 
gan’s other streams, bring- 
ing them up to par with the 
AuSable, perhaps those 
large numbers of fishermen 


-on the AuSable will be 


reduced.

(Under Authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929, and Act 230 P.A, 1925, ag amended} 


STATEWIDE TROUT AND 
SALMON REGULATIONS 


Under the authority of Section 3 of Act 230, P.A. 
1925, and Act 166, P.A. 1929, as amended, being Sections 
300.3 and 303.1, respectively, of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its May 17, 
1985, meeting, rescinded its July 13, 1984, order, No. CFI 
104.85, and ordered that for a period beginning June 1, 
1985, through March 31, 1987, no person shall possess, 
take or attempt to take, any species of trout or salmon 
from any of the waters of this state except by hook and 
line during the open seasons prescribed. and within the 
minimum size limits and maximum possession limits in- 
dicated below. 


Statewide open seasons on all trout streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 (longer on waters designated 
by the Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on all 
trout and salmon, Statewide open seasons on all other in- 
land lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all 
trout and salmon except on Lake Huron and its tributary 
streams and on Lake Michigan and its tributary streams 
the season on lake trout is from May 1 through August 
15. Also, the following defined areas are established as 
refuge areas for lake trout rehabilitation and are closed to 
sport fishing for lake trout, 


LAKE MICHIGAN (NORTH) 

All waters enclosed in an area commencing at a point 
9 miles due west of 7-mile point, then westerly for 13% 
miles, then north 512 miles, then west for 9 miles, then 
north for 11 miles then west for 18 miles, then south for 
38% miles, then east for 9 miles, then north for 5% miles, 
then east for 9 miles, then north for 514 miles, then east 
for 18 miles, then north for 5% miles, then east for 4% 
miles, then north for 54 miles to the point of beginning. 


LAKE MICHIGAN (SOUTH) 

All waters enclosed in an area commencing at a point 
12% miles due west of the lake entrance of Duck Lake, 
Muskegon County (TIIN, Ri8W, Sec. 24), then west to 
the state boundary, then southerly along the state bound- 


ary to a point due west of a point 114 miles south of Lake | 


Macatawa Harbor entrance, then due east 14 miles, then 
north to point of origin. 


LAKE RURON 

All waters enclosed in an area commencing from Pt. 
Anderson (T41N, R5E, Sec. 17) to a point 21 miles south, 
then easterly to the international boundary, then norther- 
ly along the international boundary to a point due east of 
the point of land south and east of Bass Cove on Drum- 
mond Island (T41N, R7E, Sec. 26) then due west to the in- 
tersection of Drummond Island (T4IN, R7E, Sec. 26). 


Size limits shall be 8 inches in Lower Peninsula 
streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 in- 
ches on all lakes. The possession limit for trout and 
salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in combination but no 
more than 2 lake trout or splake from Lake Superior and 
Lake Huron and their tributary streams, except that an 
additional 5 brook or brown trout may be taken from 
streams from the last Saturday in April through Septem- 
ber 30 only, 


In addition to one day's possession limit of salmon 
and trout, a person may possess an additional two days’ 
possession limit of processed salmon, For the purposes of 
this Commission Order, the term processed means: 

(a) Canned in a sealed container 

{b} Cured by smoking or drying 

{c) 'rozen in a solid state 

Any processed salmon or trout aboard a vessel on the 
water or at dockside shall be included in the daily 
possession limit.

To stress the importance of this training, 
Wilk said, if mobilization ever taxes piace, 
‘he is certain the National Guard will be 
-called upon. 

i “We're ready more so than ever. Every 
“unit has a CAPSTONE mission. We’ve been 
training overseas and working closely with 
‘the active Army. We’re doing the job,” Wilk 
‘said. 

. “We're not a second-rate organization 
‘anymore. We're getting more equipment 
‘than ever before. The equipment the Army 
is giving us is up-to-date, not ‘hand-me- 
downs,’ ” he said. 


Because the Guard may someday be 
called upon, Wilk said, it’s essential that in- 
dividuals train to learn how to sustain them- 
selves for a long period of time in a combat 
environment. “We need to learn how to 
maintain ourselves and our equipment. In 
combat you can’t take time off to fix some- 
thing: If a truck breaks down, you can't let it 
go and say, ‘We'll get it fixed next week

when we go back.’ You have to deal with it 
right then,” he said. 

NBC (Nuclear, Biological, Chemical) 
ivaining is one area that will receive a great 
deal of attention this year, Wilk said. In an 


attempt to increase NBC training, everyone . 


will be in MOPP 4 configuration for six con- 
tinuous hours Tuesday of both weeks. That 
means the chemical suit will be worn in ad- 
dition to the protective mask, gloves, and 
boots. 

NBC training is critical, Wilk said. “You 
need to learn how to operate and survive in 
this gear. You need to learn how to attend to 
personal hygiene and how to eat when 
you're wearing it. 

Though the goal is for everyone to operate 
for six hours at MOPP 4 level, the weather 
will dictate how long the training will last. 
‘Common sense will rule,’’ Wilk said. 

As always, safety will be a prime concern. 
Proper caution should be used at all times, 
Wilk said. “Even though everyone will be 
training hard, they don’t have to be 
careless. We want to bring everybody back 
when training is done.”

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Chamber Chatter 


It seems just like yesterday that we moved from 
Grayling City Hall to the new Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing in the City Park, but it was a year ago. How time flies. We 
had accumulated files and records of many years past and 
the new quarters were designed to accommodate a different 
attitude. We had u problem with that until we decided to 
screen the necessary information for retention and put the 
rest in storage. We’re organized now and things are running 
much smoother. If you haven't heard the details, let me fill 
you in on part of it anyway. 

It was Ernie Dawson’s and Ron Fraser’s dream to house 
the Chamber in a facility all of its own. The more we talked 
about it the more assistance was suggested until we got a few 
minds together to put the ideas in motion. The City of Gray- 
ling was approached on releasing a small section of the City 
Park for the location. The effort settled a lot of arguments on 
where it should be built. We wanted the building next to the 
AuSable River, near the center of community activities like 
downtown, and on the main thoroughfare for information 
purposes. Randy Thompson, who, with the Housing Rehab 
Commission had access to a Funding Program created by 
the County Commissioner’s with interest money collected 
from Rehab loans. The official name for the new committee 
is the Crawford County Economic Development Fund. The 
Chamber Board of Director’s borrowed $30,000 from this fund 
to be paid back $200.00 per month. This money was used for 
materials and equipment, such as furnace, toilets, air con- 
ditioner, water system, phones and so on. The labor part of 
this project was furnished by Grayling High School Students 
of the Building Trades Class.

As of July 1st 


Crawford County residents 
must ‘“‘buckle up”’ as of July 
1, 1985 due to a new state- 
wide safety belt law signed 
recently by Governor James 
J, Blanchard, 

Crawford County Sheriff 
reminds citizens that the law 
requires front seat passen- 
gers to fasten their seat belts 
or face 2 $10.00 fine between 
July 1 and December 31, 
1985. 

After December 31, the 
fine increases to $25.00. 

Violators of the new safety 
belt law will have no points 
added to their records, and 
police cannot stop motorists 
simply to check them for 
compliance with the law, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Harold 
Hatfield. 

“The new law will cut 
down on traffic fatalities,’ 
Sheriff Hatfield said. 

Figures released by the 
state of New York revealed 
that as a. result of safety 
helt laws in that state, traffic 
deaths in the month of 
January 1985 decreased by 
38 percent from the same 
month in 1984.

Ordinance No. 85-4 


Consumers Power Company Electric Franchise Ordinance 

AN ORDINANCE, granting to CONSUMERS POWER 
COMPANY, its successors and assigns, the right, power and 
authority to construct, maintain and commercially use electrit 
lines consisting of towers, masts, poles, crossarms, guys, braces, 
feeders, transmission and distribution wires, transformers and 
ather electrical appliances on, under, along and across the high- 
ways, streets, alleys, bridges and other public places, and to do a 
locai electric business in the TOWNSHIP OF GRAYLING, 
CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF GRAYLING ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1. The Township of Grayling, Crawford 
County, Michigan, hereby grants the right, power and authority 
to the Consumers Power Company, a Michigan corporation, its 
successors and assigns, hereinafter called the ‘“Grantee,"' to con- 
struct, maintain and commercially use electric lines consisting of: 
towers, masts, poles, crossarms, guys, braces, feeders, trans- 
mission and distribution wires, transformers and other electrical 
appliances, for the purpose of transmitting, transforming and 
distributing electricity on, under, along and across the high- 
ways, streets, alleys, bridges, and other public places, and to do 
a local electric business in the Township of Grayling, Crawford 
County, Michigan. 

SECTION 2, In consideration of the rights, power and 
authority hereby granted, said Grantee shall faithfully perform 
all things required by the terms hereof. 

SECTION 3. All of Grantee's towers, masts and poles shall 
be neat and sightly, and so placed on either side of the highways, 
streets, alleys and bridges as not to unnecessarily interfere with 
the use thereof for highway, street and alley purposes. All of 
Grantee’s wires carrying electricity shall be securely fastened so 
ag not to endanger or injure persons or property in said high- 
ways, streets and alleys. All work performed by said Grantee in 
said highways, streets and alleys shall be done so as not to inter- 
fere with the use thereof, and when completed, the same shall be 
left in as good condition as when work was commenced. The 
Grantee shall have the right to trim trees if necessary in the con- 
ducting of such business, subject, however, to the supervision of 
the highway authorities. 

SECTION 4. Said Grantee shall at all times keep and save 
the Township free and harmless from ail loss, costs and expense 
to which it, may he aubiect. by reason of the negligent construc- 
tion and maintenance of the structures hereby authorized. In 
case any action is commenced against the Township on account 
of the permission herein granted, said Grantee shall, upon 
notice, defend the Township and save it free and harmless from 
all loss, cost and damage arising out of such negligent construc- 
tion and maintenance. 

SECTION 5. Said Grantee shall be entitled to charge the 
inhabitants of said Township for electric energy furnished there- 
in, the rates as approved by the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission, to which Commission or its successors authority and 
jurisdiction to fix and regulate electric rates and rules regulating 
such service in said Township, are hereby granted for the term of 
this franchise. Such rates and rules shall be subject to review 
and change at any time upon petition therefore being made by 
either said Township, acting by its Township Board, or by said 
Grantee. 

SECTION 6. The rights, power and authority herein grant- 
ed, are not exclusive. 

SECTION 7. The franchise granted by this ordinance is sub- 
ject to revocation upon sixty (60) days written notice by the 
Pearse desiring such revocation. 

SECTION 8. Said Grantee shall, as to all other conditions 
and elements of service not herein fixed, be and remain subject 
to the reasonable rules and regulations of the Michigan Public 
Service Commission or its successors, applicable to electric ser- 
vice in said Township. 

SECTION 9. This ordinance shall take effect upon the day 
after the date of publication thereof, provided, it shall cease and 
be of no effect after thirty days from its adoption untess within 
said period the Grantee shall accept the same in writing filed 
with the Township Clerk. Upon acceptance and publication here- 
of, this ordinance shall constitute a contract between said Town- 
ship and said Grantec.

THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS:
